Life Begins At Forty 


“Do you know that if you are a resident of Canada or the United States 
you got your last year of lifé absolutely free? That is to say, at the end 
of 1938 you had just as many years left to live as you had at the end of 
19387.” 

The foregoing rather startling statement appears in a recent issue of 
Toronto Saturday Night as an editorial prelude to an article by Dr. E. Clark 
Noble, M.A., M.B., M.R.C.P., Medical Referee of the National Life Insurance 
Company with headquarters in Toronto. 

The article in question deals with the extraordinary advances made by) 
medical science in the past few years, showing such a remarkable accelera- | 
tion recently that medical science was able, during the twelve months of 
1938, to give as a donation to humanity on this continent another full year 
of life expectation 

The announcement, if founded upon unquestioned statistical data and 
if the statistics have not been misconstrued, as statistics sometimes are, 
opens up a great vista of speculation. For instance, one is inclined to ask 
whether this means, provided discoveries in the realm of medical science | 
continue to advance in geometric progression, as they undoubtedly have) 
done in the past two or three decades, that the time is rapidly approaching 
when human life can be extended indefinitely. Certainly, if the progress) 
of 1938, as construed by the editorial note, is maintained and exceeded, is it 
to be assumed that at the end of every year hereafter, the life span is to 
be extended another full year? If so, it can only be translated as extension 
to infinity. 

On the other hand, does it mean that the saturation point in medical 
progress has been reached, and that hereafter there will be a slowing down 
in the life-saving process through new discoveries in the field of medical 
science and their application to disease and death. Apparently not, if Dr. 
Clark Nobile, in his prophetic moments is correct, for he concludes his 
treatise on the progross of the past few years with the comforting state- 
ment that: “We may face the future with confidence that our span of life 


| 


More Disease Prospects 

In his analytical article covering the increase in longevity on this con- 
tinent in the past 30 years, Dr, Clark Noble states that “This increase 
amounts to approximately nine years in the case of male lives and 12 years 
in female, the expectancy of life at birth having risen from 53 years to 
61% in the former instance, and from 53 years to 65 in the latter. The 
increase has been fairly gradual until the past 12 months when it has shown 
the remarkable increase of one full year.” 

Prior to 1938 some authorities on the subject have been wont to point 
out that increases in longevity have been largely due to the savings which 
have been effected in infant mortality as a result of improved sanitation 
conditions and the preventive work of public health officials and have 
pointed to alarming increases in recent years in the death rates attribut- 
able to diseases of the elderly and more particularly cancer and heart dis- 
ease, their contention being that these diseases are more prevalent than) 
they used to be and give such reasons as life at high tension in the pres- 
ent age as causes. 

While this is undoubtedly true to some extent, it is because more people 
to-day are living to an older age than heretofore. In other words, a greater 
percentage of the population to-day has reached the age where they become 
susceptible to such diseases. This, at any rate, is the conclusion reached by 
Dr. Clark Noble, exflaining his theory in the following words: 

“During the 30 years prior to 1938, the decrease in the death rate 
among white adults amounts to, roughly, 40 per cent., falling between the 
extremes of 80 per cent. at the low ages (1 to 4) to 25 per cent. at the 
high ages (65 to 74). It will be noted that the decrease involves all ages, | 


but is greater in the lower age bracket with the result that the general | on 


population is ageing, and, therefore, we observe an apparent increase in the 
death rate from the diseases which take their toll in later life, particularly 
cancer, and degenerative diseases of the heart, arteries and kidneys.” 


Hope For The Elderly 


If these percentages are acceptable, and there appears to be no reason| ing 


why they should not be regarded as correct, they demonstrate very clearly 
that while the saving of life in the early years has been tremendous, on the 
other hand the more moderate saving in the later years of the human life 
span warrants Dr. Noble's use of the term “apparent” when applied to the 
increase in the death toll taken by diseases of the elderly. 

But even here, it should be noted, there has been a conservation of 
longevity among the elderly as a result of medical research and discoveries, 
the recent discovery of the value of sulphanilamide in the treatment of 
pneumonia being one of the latest. 

So much has been done to increase the life expectancy of the infant 
and the young child, that it is reasonable to suppose that any further con- 
servation of life which may ensue in the near future will increase the life 
expectancy of those who have reached middle age and beyond, and it is 
probable that “Life begins at Forty’ will become literally a truism,

Highest 


Mountaineering in the Hamalayas 
is becoming more popular. This year 
there are five expeditions, two Ger- 
man, one American, one Polish and 
one Swiss, says the India News-Bul- 
Jetin. 

In the Himalayas are many peaks 
higher than the highest Burope has 
to offer, and for the more ambitious 
there are Everest, Godwin-Austen 
(K2), Kanchenjunga, Nanga Parbat, 
Nanda Devi and Kamijet, all over 
25,000 feet, of which only the last 
two have been-climbed to the top. 

When mountaineers first surveyed 
the Himalayas, they were staggered 
by the vastness of the problems. 
Scientists warned them man could 
not breathe above 22,000 feet with- 
out oxygén, man could not sleep 
above 23,000 feet. One by one these 
beliefs disappeared. 

The Duke ot Abruzzi in 1909 
climbed to 24,000 feet near Godwin- 
Austen, F. 8S, Smythe in 1933 slept 
for 13 hours at a height of 26,500 
feet on Mount Everest and it has 


been proved that man's system can 
adapt itself to existence on the 
meagre oxygen to be found at high 
altitudes. Mount Byverest is 29,141 
feet. : 

The Everest expedition of 1922 and 
1924, in spite of the tragic loss of 
Mallory and Irvine, gave a great im- 
petus to climbing in the Himalayas. 
There began a series of attacks on 
the giants. Some of these expedi- 
tions were the skilfully planned 
affairs of experienced men—like the 
Bavarian attacks on Kanchenjunga, 
there was one that was the daring 
and foothardy attempt of asingle, in- 
experienced man, Wilson, who lost his 
life on Everest. 

German attempts on Nanga Par- 
bat in 1934 and 1937 ended tragic- 
ally. In June last a Germano-Swiss 
expedition scaled “The Tent” peak, 
24,090 foot mountain near Kanchen- 
junga. 

Four Americans are on their way 
to Godwin-Austen, 28,250 feet, the 
second highest mountain .in . the 
world. This mountain is beautiful in 
its symmetry but mighty precipices 
guard the approaches to the top. 

The highest mountain climbed to 
the top by man is Nandi Devi, (25,- 
645 feet). 


Praise For Farmers 
Governor Of Hudson’s Bay Co, Pays 
Tribute To Their Courage 


“Wonderful courage” of Canada's

Problems in live stock feeding to- 
day are vastly different from what 
they were years ago, said Dr. C. D. 
Mackenzie, Division of Animal Hus- 
bandry, Dominion Experimental 
Farms, in a recent address on “The 
Contribution of Science to the Feed- 
ing of Live Stock.” In modern times, 
the scientific knowledge of feeding 
stuffs and improved methods of bal- 
ancing rations have become a neces- 
sary part of progressive animal hus- 
bandry. Some idea of the importance 
of this subject may be realized when 
it is remembered that the value of 


the Canadian live stock industry 
totals well over six hundred million 
dollars. On the farms of Canada, 


there are about eight and a half mil- 
lion cattle, three and one-half million 
hogs, and almost the same number of 
sheep. In addition, horses, poultry, 
and other types of domesticated ani- 
mals hold an important place. It is 
even small con- 
tributions to the knowledge of animal 
nutrition are of considerable value in 


the economical feeding of these large 
numbers of animals. 

Research work dealing with animal 
nutrition is chiefly of two kinds, 
fundamental research and applied ex- 
perimental work. In many cases, 


these types of work are closely re- 
lated and are frequently complement- 
ary to each other. Lines of research 
dealing with basic principles having 
4 broad application undoubtedly have 
the greatest potential value, Most 
research work is 
well organized have devoted their at- 
tention principally to such funda- 
mentais. Basic investigations cover 
For example, they may 
cover studies in suitable and eco- 
nomical rations in relation to the 
production of milk, eggs, wool, and 
other live stock products, the growth 
and fattening of animals, the quality 
and palatability of meat, and the im- 
portance of minerals in the ration. 
Still other lines of study have dealt 
with the prevention of losses and re- 
productive disordérs caused by nutri-

| hours a day; women sleep more 
than men; and the rich sleep less

tionnaire sent out to members of all

Only three per cent. of the total 
; Humber questioned said they got six 
hours or less sleep, bu.

Only forty per cent. of the young 
were able to say that they had had 
' their normal amount of sleep every

Camp Shilo a 


Finest Army Training Camp In The 

As Great Britain called thousands 
of youth to thé colors, the youthful 
non-permanent militia of the largest 
overseas dominion went into train- 
ing at Camp Shilo, Manitoba, in what 
British army officers describe as the 
finest army training camp in the Em- 
pire. 

Since the middie of June hwhdreds 
of Canadian troops have poured into 
Camp Shilo every week from nearly 
every province in the Dominion. Ten 
days of training with equipment de- 
scribed as being altogether too in- 
adequate completes the annual train- 

| ing program 

However, a gradual awakening 
among the people on the subject of 
national defense has resulted in 

greatly increased appropriations for 
arming and expanding Canadian 
military forces. With an eye on the 
mounting millions being appropriated 
by the American Congress for the 
defense of the United States —and, as 
President Roosevelt has said, for the 
defense of Canada, if necessary 
Canadian parliamentary members 
this year doubled expenditures on 
armaments. 

Camp Shilo benefited by increased 
governmental spendings during the 
past year. Two H-shaped buildings 
were erected, one of them a long- 
needed mess kitchen. Work is un- 
derway on a new 50-bed hospital, to 
be completed for next year’s camp. 

There is no railway connection 
with Camp Shilo, as the necessary 
$3,000 has not been made available 
for the laying of tracks. 

One armored car, or light tank, 
appeared at Shilo this summer. Nick- 
named “Tarzan” by the troops, the 
machine was little more than a sym- 
bol weapon. Army officers doubted 
if the tank's armor would turn aside 
an ordinary rifle bullet. There are 
now two light tanks in Canada of the 
type which the army proposes to in- 
troduce. Orders have been placed for 
14 more, but have not been filled 
yet. Each cavalry regiment is sup- 
posed to have 10 of these tanks.

Electrical Energy 


Two Million Volts Produced In 
| Demonstration By A Belgian 
Scientist 

The Belgian physicist, Max Mor- 
and, demonstrated a two-story high 
tower in which a handful of coal dust 
produces 2,000,000 volts of electric 
energy. 

The tower is a new kind of power- 
| house for the electrical emergency 
| which is used to smash atoms. Rough- 
ly it contains an electric generator at 
the bottom, a large, cigar-shaped 
piece of metal at the top, and a pipe 
| through which coal dust circulates 

The pipe carries the dust particles 
| over the generator, up over the sur- 
| face of the cigar and then down the 
| other side to repeat the circuit. The 
| particles pick up electrical charges 
| from the generator, and when they 
| reach the cigar, deposit the electric- 
| ity on its polished surface 

In experiments to date Morand has
